that can walk on his hands on the water.
went up to Kent, in northwestern Connecti-
cul, vesterday to get their annual’ mess of
rattlesnakes. Four good sized rattle-
snakes make a mess, as everybody knows,
although three may be called a mess, espe-
cially if pieced out with pickerel or eels.

Wherefore the Schaghticoke Rattlesnake
¢'Jub -that's tha name of the organization-
was more than pleased yesterday when the
hunters bagged nine snakes, not counting
Oliver Herford's garter snake, Mr. Deni-
son, the magazine writer, caught the firat
snake, which up and bit Shang Wheeler,
the club’s ourator, on the right hand before
it was completely bagged. Shang Wheeler
had been completely cured of the bite, how-
wer, hours hefore he received it, and he

asn't much more than scratched anyway.
8o he didn't pass out as the sun went down
on the Berkshires last evening, but gave
his time to playing penny ante in the smoker
headed for Bridgeport instead.

If vou're a snakeist you know all about
I 1he Schaghkgh—all- about that snake club
that goes up to the Schgkhigh—up to the
Indian reservation every year on the banks
of the Housatonio River for rattlers. They
always go up on a Sunday because the only
way to get a drink in Connecticut on Sun-
day is to get bitten for it. It's a rule of the
game that no snake must be smashed on
the prow with a cobblestone. You must
fasten him to Litchfield county with a
forked stick and then pick him up alive
and drop him into a bag that Shang Wheeler
carries.  There ia no rule about where you

choose to pick the snake up. Most folks
prefer to grasp the rattler just back of the
head, but this is a matter of taste,
